With regard to claim 8, A televising microscope, comprising 
a base, a supporting arm pivotally fixed about a rotation axis 
orthogonal to the base, sample mounting plate, microscopic 
object optics, and illuminating optics attached respectively to 
the supporting arm, a wireless televising camera unit. 

With regard to claim 9, A televising microscopic system, 
comprising a base, a supporting arm pivotally fixed about a 
rotation axis orthogonal to the base, a sample-mounting plate 
attached to the base, microscopic object optics and illuminating 
optics attached respectively to the supporting arm, a wireless 
televising camera unit.
